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Background 


Responsibility for Ontario’s mentally retarded 
was transferred from the Ministry of Health to the 
Ministry of Community and Social Services on 
April 1st, 1974. 


This transfer reflected a new policy focus - the 
development of the abilities and skills of the 
mentally retarded towards integration, in varying 
degree, into the community. 


Three major considerations are implicit in 
government policy for the mentally retarded: 


Oo that mentally retarded people be 
given every opportunity to develop 
to their highest potential; 


O that society maintain for them the 
maximum degree of normalcy in all 
their experiences; 


O that mentally retarded people have 
access to a full range of community 
services. 


The shift had been gradual. During the mid-1960s 
and continuing until the early 1970s mental health 
legislation governing mentally retarded people in 
Ontario’s facilities was changed to emphasize 
voluntary or informal admission whenever 
possible. 


Training programs were instituted for attendant 
staff, upgrading members to the position of 
mental retardation counsellors. In general, the 
emphasis was still on long-term residential care, 
with gradually expanded attention given to more 
specialized and individualized treatment and 
training programs. 


In 1971, the Ministry of Health commissioned and 
published the Williston Report, Present Arrange- 
ments for the Care and Supervision of Mentally 
Retarded Persons in Ontario - an analysis of 
services to the mentally retarded which recom- 
mended changes and reorganization in the 
delivery of services. 


A Green Paper on Community Living, published 
in 1973, led to the transfer of these services to the 
new Ministry, under The Developmental Services 
Act (1974) which provided a legislative base for 
modifying the program toward community living 
for the mentally retarded. 


The change in attitude towards the care of 
mentally retarded people has been reflected in 
government policy. The transfer of responsibility 
to a socially, rather than medically, oriented 
Ministry recognized that the ‘community living’ 
concept required a positive social and commu- 
nity oriented approach. 


How the Ministry Serves the Mentally Retarded 


The Developmental Resources part of the 
Ministry is responsible for developing a compre- 
hensive network of services for developmentally 
handicapped people in Ontario. 


These services are provided through government- 
operated residential facilities as well as 
community-based programs operated by Assoc- 
lations for the Mentally Retarded or other 
community agencies. 


A total community-oriented program plan was 
approved in principle by Cabinet in May 1975, in 
which government and non-government agencies 
now work together to achieve the goal of increas- 
ing normal living opportunities for the mentally 
retarded. 


An organization chart showing the way in which 
responsibility for these services is divided, 
appears on the next page. 
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Mental Retardation Facility Services Division 


The purpose of this division is to provide a full 
range of high quality treatment and training 
programs, and services in facilities for persons 
with developmental disabilities; conducting 
programs of research, education and prevention, 
while at the same time supporting and promoting 
the development of community programs and 
accommodation alternatives. 


The division is responsible for the funding and 
direct operation of 19 Schedule | facilities which 
provide care, treatment and training to some 
7,000 developmentally handicapped persons, as 
well as ten Schedule II facilities whose operations 
are 100 per cent funded by the Ministry but oper- 
ated by community boards. Some 900 develop- 
mentally handicapped persons, mainly severely 
and profoundly retarded children, are cared for in 
the Schedule II facilities. 


In addition, the division provides the necessary 
funding to four Diagnostic and Assessment 
Centres and is responsible for the supervision of 
approximately 200 residents placed in Approved 
Homes under the jurisdiction of Schedule | 
facilities. 


Among the services offered by the facilities are: 


O assessment and diagnostic services 
with some facilities extending 
services to the community; 


O crisis intervention and parent relief; 


O residential care and training 
programs; 


© conducting and supporting highly 
specialized programs of research 
and education into the causes, 
prevention and treatment of mental 
retardation, thereby reducing the 
severity and incidence of this 
disability; 

© nursing and medical care and 
treatment programs; 


O behaviour modification programs; 


© a full range of consulting and 
advisory services, in support of care 
and treatment programs, in the 
Operation and management of 
facilities for the mentally retarded; 


© programs of instruction for parents 
and staff in the care and training of 
mentally retarded; 


O provision of other highly specialized 
treatment and training programs 
and services, which require a facility 
setting; 


© workshops in 11 Schedule | facilities 
providing varying degrees of skills 
training; 


O recreational and social activities. 


Mental Retardation Residential and Consulting 
Services Branch 


This branch was established in June, 1975 to 
coordinate and direct the activities of administra- 
tive, professional and service oriented consult- 
ants with a view to improving the overall effi- 
ciency and effectiveness of the facility operation. 
It also assumed responsibility for the community 
board-operated Schedule II facilities as listed in 
the Developmental Services Act, 1974, and the 
Diagnostic and Assessment Services. 


On the following pages are listed the 19 
Schedule | facilities for the mentally retarded 
which are owned and operated by this Ministry. 
and the 10 Schedule II facilities which are 
funded by this Ministry and operated by local 
community boards.

The Mental Retardation Community Programs 
Division 


This division, which began its operations in 
January 1976, is responsible for the development 
and implementation of a comprehensive 
community-based network of services. 


There are two branches: 


Mental Retardation Community Services 
Development Branch 


This branch is responsible for ensuring the 
development of a comprehensive community 
plan for services to the mentally retarded in each 
of the 19 Ministry districts. Primary responsibil- 
ities include the establishment of District Work- 
ing Groups charged with developing a compre- 
hensive district service plan. District Working 
Groups are composed of representatives of 
various specialized and generic service agencies 
within districts, such as local Associations for the 
Mentally Retarded, Children’s Aid Societies and 
Boards of Education. In order to accomplish this, 
there is at least one Mental Retardation Coordi- 
nator in each of the 19 Ministry districts. The 
Coordinator acts essentially as a secretariat and 
facilitator for the District Working Group and 
provides the primary link between the group and 
the central office. (Fora list of Mental Retardation 
Coordinators, see page 24) 


{fs 
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The District Working Group process was estab- 
lished to ensure community involvement, 
guidance and support in the development of new 
and expanded services for the retarded in any 
given district. Moreover, by utilizing the valuable 
expertise already in existence in communities 
throughout the Province, we can be assured that 
programs and services for the retarded will be 
designed to meet the varying needs district by 
district. 


Any community agency wishing to propose a 
program for the mentally retarded must submit it 
to this Ministry through the District Working 
Group. 


The Community Services Development Branch is 
also responsible for the provision of adult pro- 
tective services to mentally retarded individuals 
in the course of their adjustment to community 
living. Protective Service Workers are responsible 
for coordinating and monitoring a retarded 
person’s housing placement and access to all 
needed services in the community. Workers also 
ensure that the person receives all the support 
required which will vary with the individual’s 
ability to cope. 


Currently, there are approximately 60 protective 
service workers either on purchase-of-service 
arrangements from community agencies or as 
Ministry employees, and a further 30 will be 
added to this group during the 1976-77 year. 


Mental Retardation Community 
Resources Branch 


The primary responsibility of this branch is to 
assist community associations and agencies in 
developing and operating community-based 
programs. It provides financial resources and 
staff to assist in establishing new programs,up- 
grading existing ones, and performing program 
evaluation. 


This branch is divided into two major areas of 
responsibility: 
(i) Accommodation Programs 


Programs include a variety of 
community-based housing alter- 
natives. As of March 31st, 1976, 
there were 67 community resi- 
dences in operation serving 978 
retarded people. As of August 31, 83 
such homes with 1,120 residents 
were in existence, and the trend 
toward providing community-based 
housing is continuing. 


These homes are administered by 
non-profit community groups with 
funding from the Ministry under The 
Homes for Retarded Persons Act. It 
is expected that a number of people 
in these residences will move to less 
supervised “auxiliary residences” in 
their communities as increased life 
skills training makes it possible for 
them to cope with a freer way of 
living.

There are also 20 special private 
boarding homes across the 
Province which take in children up 
to the age of 18. Approximately 350 
retarded children reside in such 
homes. The Ministry of Community 
and Social Services, through the 
Children’s Services Branch, 
consults and coordinates to ensure 
that high standards of care are 
maintained. 


(ji) Special Support Programs and Pilot Projects 


Special support programs include 
early infant education programs, 
behaviour management programs, 
recreation and family support 
services. 


Provision has been made in this area 
for the testing and demonstration of 
new treatment and training tech- 
niques and methods of service 
delivery. 


Fifty six special Support programs 
and projects have been approved 
and funded as of August 31, 1976. 
These include several recreation 
programs, parent relief and infant 
stimulation projects, and various 
other special support programs 
which enhance the development of 
community services for the | 
retarded. 


Through such special projects, the - 
Ministry hopes to encourage com- 
munity agencies to develop innova- 
tive programs and training 
techniques. 





Other Services for the Retarded 


Vocational Rehabilitation Programs 


The Rehabilitation Branch of the Ministry is 
responsible for the provision of funding for a 
variety of training programs for the retarded. 
These range from learning basic life skills to 
specific job training leading, where possible, to 
placement in independent employment within the 
community. 


There are three main programs in this area: 


(i) Life skills 
(ii) Rehabilitation workshops 
(iii) Protected businesses 


At present, there are 97 workshops for the 
mentally retarded in Ontario serving 4,506 
trainees. Workshops are operated under the 
auspices of the local Associations for the 
Mentally Retarded, and receive operating and 
capital grants from the Ministry of Community 
and Social Services. 


The basic functions provided by the workshop 
program include: assessment; long-term 
sheltered employment; life skills and vocational 
training; and job placement. It serves as an 
integral component of the vocational rehabili- 
tation program in which counsellors provide a 
wide range of services to the trainees and their 
families. 
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Day Care and Developmental Centres 


As it has been demonstrated that much of a 
child’s development occurs before the age of 
four, particular attention has been focused on this 
age group. 


At present there are some 65 day nurseries which 
care for pre-school retarded children. These day 
nurseries are funded and operated with subsidies 
from the Ministry under the Day Nurseries Act. 


There are also 14 Developmental Centres 
specifically designed to provide developmental 
services for seriously and profoundly retarded 
children, aged from 2 to 18 years, many of whom 
suffer more than one handicap. 


Such centres are now being provided, wherever 
possible, in conjunction with regular schools, to 
encourage interaction between children and 
eventual easy integration. 


Financial Assistance Available 


To qualify for Family Benefits, a mentally 
retarded person must be 18 years of age or over 
and unable to provide fully for his or her financial 
needs. The assessment for eligibility is, in such 
cases, based on the individual’s income and daily 
needs and not onthe circumstances of the family. 


Approximately 9,000 mentally retarded people 
presently receive Family Benefits allowances in 
Ontario. 


Many of the retarded qualify as disabled persons 
for the GAINS (Guaranteed Annual Income 
System) program, which is also administered 
under the Family Benefits program.
